Mr, Mayor, Aldermen and Councillors, 
I have the honour to present my Annual Report for 1971. 


The number of births in the Borough rose from 22 to 35 and 
the Standardised Birth Rate was 29.3 (England and Wales 16.0) per 
1000 population. There were no stillbirths and one death in a child 
under the age of one year. 


The Standardised Death Rate was 8.1 per 1,000 population compared 


with the National Rate of 11.6. ‘There was an excess of deaths over live 
births of 16. 


In the table of causes of death there were no changes of any 
Significance when compared with the previous yeare 


74.5% of the total number of deaths occurred in persons of 
15 years of age and over.
